The historic decision was 
concurred in by all nine jus- 
tices. It was read by Chief 
Justice Earl Warren, who spoke

The decision, a logical con- 
sequence of the court's deseg- 
regation decisions of 1954 and 
1955, will have the widest re- 
percussions throughout

Justice Warren noted 
the court had received briefs 
on the merits of the case and 
had heard, oral arguments Aug. 
28 and yesterday, and said it 
was the unanimous view of the

If there 
time. the President has a duty 
to request policy guidance from 
the Congress when war danger 
looms.”

Humphrey, in a preface to 
the report, welcomed the ac- 
tion of President Eisenhower 
last summer in offering jointly

These talks are to start Oct. 3! 


at Geneva, Switzerland 


The State Department ves 
terday made public a note sent 
to the Soviet foreign office 
Wednesday accepting Geneva 
instead of New York, as the 
meeting place. The United 
States rejected, however, Rus- 
sia's proposal that the discus- 
sion be limited to two or three 
weeks. 


Congress to Have Voice. 


Today's Senate report served 
to put foreign governments on 
notice that Congress will have 
a voice in determining Ameri-' 
can policy on the disarmament 
issue. 

In favoring suspension the 
Senators went against the ad- 
vice of such witnesses as Adm 
Lewis L. Strauss, former chair- 
man of the Atomic . Energy 
Commission. Strauss said put- 
ting an end to tests would se 
riously cripple development of 
improved nuclear weapons 

The subcommittee said seek- 
ing the cessation tests would

policy” but it warned that an

The subcommittee therefore

The report released today

“The main problem in con- 
nection with veritication of any 
agreement.” the report said. “is 
distinguishing explosions from 
natural events, ie, earth- 
quakes, lightning and so forth.”’ 

However, it said that with a 
combination of detection instru- 
ments and on-the-spot inspec- 
tion “a potential violator of an 
agreement could never be sure 
he would not be caught.”

MALITARY TRIALS 
FOR CIVILIANS 


Court Bars Peacetime 
Court Martial for 
Armed Forces Em- 


ployes Overseas. 


WASHINGTON, Sept 12 
‘(APi\—The United States Court 
of Appeals ruled. today that 
military courts cannot. try 
civilians for crimes committed 
while employed by the armed 
forces overseas in peacetime 

The dissenting judge in the 
2-1 ruling said the majority 
holding would strike down, for 


all practical purposes, the uni- 


form code of military justice 
relating to peacetime trials of 
non-military personnel 

The majority overruled the 
conviction of Dominic Guagliar- 
do, Tampa, Fla., convicted of 
conspiring to commit larceny 
while employed by the Air 
Force in Morocco. Guagliardo, 
an electrical lineman, received 
a three-year sentence and a 
$1000 fine. He has been free 
under bond pending the out- 
come of his appeal. 

The majority opinion said 
the ruling leaves Congress free 
to rewrite the legislation gov- 
erning court-martial jurisdic- 
tion in terms related more 
definitely to security, disci- 
pline and effectiveness. 

The Supreme Court has 
ruled that military courts can- 
not try civilian dependents 
/who accompany the armed 
forces overseas for capital 
crimes. The ruling, however, 
did not go bevond cases where 
the death penalty is permis- 
sable 

The Supreme Court ruling 
specifically applied to two 
women who accompanied their 
husbands overSeas and killed 


| them, one in Japan and one in 


England. 
Judge Charles Fahy in to- 
day's majority ruling said that 


while the case ruled on by the 


Supreme Court involved a wife 
and not a civilian employe, ‘we 
know from that decision that 
the intended broad coverage of 
civilians, whether accompany- 
ing or employed by the armed 
forces abroad, @¢xceeds consti- 
tutional bounds.” 

The majority held that the 
clause “‘persons employed by” 
in the military code, which the 
Supreme Court held invalid 
for capital cases, “is non-serv- 
iceable into fragments which 
have not been specified by 
Congress or. as to which Con- 
gress has not furnished criteria 
for a case-by-case judicial ap- 
plication.”

The Metropolitan Board of 


Freeholders should tell voters 
frankly how their taxes will be 
affected by any government 
change proposed by the board, 
City Comptroller John H. 


Poelker said last night. He 
spoke at a television public 
hearing of the hoard’s com- 
mittee on incidental powers at 
Educational Television Station 
CETC 


Poelker cited the Metropol- 


itan Sewer District and St. 
Louis County Police Depart- 
ment as two relatively new 
agencies providing excellent 
services that nevertheless are 
criticized by voters. The rea- 
son for this, Poelker said. was 
that during the campaigns to 
establish the agencies, “the 


voters were sold on the plat- 
form of better service or pro- 
tection, without the true pic- 
ture of the resultant increase 
in costs.” 

Voters who are 
in their desires for better gov- 
ernment and efficient services 
are often unwilling to pay for 
them, “and small groups are 
unwilling to sacrifice an ex- 
isting advantage for a common 
good,” Poelker said. Even a 
false claim of: “higher taxes” 
can help defeat a sound gov- 
ernmental reform, Poelker said, 
as in the case ol 
charter rejected by voters last 
year 

Preparing for Outcry. 

“In vour decision to put a 
plan -before the voters of the 
city and county, I caution you 
to be prepared to meet the 
cries of ‘higher taxes’ whether 
the cries be true or false,” 
Poelker said. “Those opposed 
to any plan will most assured- 
lv have the ‘higher taxes’ pla- 
cards dusted off and ready to 
post : 

To meet such opposition, he 
said. the freeholders must 
forthrightly present the facts 
about tax changes. 

“Can we assure the 
that improved service or

his tax bill. will benefit him 
in a like or higher amount?” 


is the question that should be 
answered, Poelker said. 
Would Boost Taxes. 


Consolidation of city and 
county functions in traffic and 
transit, health and _ hospitals, 


assessments, and police and 
fire protection would result in 
a tax rise, Poclker predicted. 

“In my opinion, we cannot 
have better control or better 
service in these functions on 
an area-wide basis without in- 
creasing the costs for this com- 
munity progress,” he said. 

“However, these improve- 
ment are necessary if we in the 
metropilitan area are going to 
retain or improve our econom- 
ic position. We must be will- 
ing to pay for this improve- 
ment-—-we must be willing to 
contribute tax dollars today for 
the security of our investment 
in the future.” 

Much of the tax program of 
the city and county Is con- 
trolled by the state, Poelker 
said He suggested that per- 
haps under some form of con- 
solidated government, a 
“united front” could be taken 
at the state capital “to gain our 
rightful share of state rev- 
enue.”

Suspended When 
Demerits Reached 
Certain Total.

Use of a point system in 
connection with the suspension 
or revocation of state driver's 


licenses for traffic offenses 
was recommended by the 
Board of Governors of the 


Missouri Bar in a meeting to- 


day at the Missouri Athletic 
Club. 
The recommendation was 


based on a report of the board's 
city and traffic court commit- 
tee and was referred to anoth- 
er committee for suggested 
legislation to implement the 
recommendation, 

Another approved  recom- 
mendation would change the 
first offense of driving when 
intoxicated or leaving the 
scene ofan accident from a 
felony to a misdemeanor. Sec- 
ond offenses would remain fel- 


onies punishable by a term in 
the state penitentiary 

It was explained that 
are reluctant to return felony 
convictions against motorists 
charged with first offenses of 
this character. 

A misdemeanor conviction is 
punishable by a fine or a sen- 
tence of up to one year in the 
county jail. As a consequence 
of the juries’ attitude, the first 
offender is usually brought to 
trial on a reduced charge in 
these cases, it was pointed out. 

Under the point system rec- 
ommended by the board. a 
motorist woullad be given cer- 
tain demerits for each offense 
of which he is convicted or

Some offenses 
would draw a higher number 
of demerits than others. de- 


pending on the seriousness of 
the violation. If the demerits 
reached a certain number 
within a specified time, the 
motorist’s driver's license would 
be suspended or revoked. 

The board approved a rec- 
ommendation of its committee 
on appellate practice’ that 
would raise the monetary limit 
on the jurisdiction of the 
State's three Courts of Ap- 
peals from the present $7500 to 
$15,000. 

At the present, if 
in controversy is greater than 
$7500, the appeal goes to the 
State Supreme Court. The pur- 
pose of the proposed change is 
to distribute the workload more 
evenly between the appeals 
courts and the Supreme Court. 

The rules of civil procedure 
in the United States district 
courts of this state would be 
amended to provide for an ap- 
peal from an order sustaining 
a motion for a new trial, under 
another recommendation 

In another action, the board 
proposed that court-appointed 
counsel for indigent defend- 
ants in criminal trials in the 
state be given compensation 
by the state not to exceed $25 
for a misdemeanor case and 
$100 for a felony case. No com- 
pensation is granted now

But Company Says Loss 
of Riverfront Would 


Present Operational 


Problem. 


Public Service Co., which has 
been asked to discontinue park- 
ing its busses on the citw's 
Mississippi riverfront parking 
lot, is making a study of sev- 
eral other downtown areas 
which might be used, it an- 
nounced yesterday. 

City officials asked the com- 
pany if its 125 busses cotuld 
not be shifted to the south end 


of the Jefferson National Ex- 
pansion Memorial tract, there- 
by making room for an addi- 


tional 300 private automobiles 
on the north parking lot. 
The move would present op- 
erational difficulties, John W. 
Dameron, Public Service op- 
erating manager, declared. 
Busses would have to exit by 
way of Poplar street and go 


north in the Third Street In- 
terregional Highway to Wash- 
ington avenue, he explained, 
contending that this route 
would involve increased con- 
gestion and some hazards 

Some other route from the 
Poplar street exit might be 
worked out, Dameron.  con- 
ceded. In reply to a quesfion 
by Mavor Raymond R. Tucker, 
he said most of the busses 
which stand all day on ‘the 
riverfront are used on lines 
to the south, southwest and 
west 

Public Service, which has 
heen parking busses on the 


riverfront since the tire and 
gasoline rationing period of 
1942, pays the city $10,000 a 
year for use of the space. Its 
contract extends to next March 
30. but can be canceled 

Dameron said the company. 
prefers not to give up its space 
on the parking lot, but will not 
fight the city. No decision was 
reached in the conference with 
the Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment yesterday. Another

Butler asked for a “reason- 
able” delay to permit tempers 
to cool, the same plea he made 
at the court's special session 
two weeks ago. Marshall asked 
the court to order a continua- 
tion of the integration program 
at once, urging the Justices not 
to bow to the threat of mob 
violence and the threat of state 
action by Gev, Orval E. Fau- 
bus.

Butler’s case amounted to a 
plea for delay because the

sible’ position. He said it has 
been caught in a battle be- 
tween two sovereignties. the 
Federal Government and the 
state, and he asked for time

In reply, Rankin said he ob- 
jected to the argument of the 
board that two equal sovereign- 
ties were battling and “let's see 
how they fight it out—we will 
join the one that wins.”’ 

“There is nothing to that 
‘stuff,’ and that is all it is,” 
he asserted. 

Show of Emotion. 

The Solicitor General, speak- 
ing with more show of emotion 
than when he eloquently pre- 
sented the Government's posi- 
tion Aug. 28, said desegrega- 
tion had gone forward in many 
areas of the country, and he 
asked

munity, in Little Rock, Ark., 
that is different? Certainly, 
people with pigment in their 
skin—black or white—are in- 
volved in those cases where 
schools were  desegregated 
without trouble between them.

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LANIMARSKIOLD 
URGES U.N. PACT 
UN OUTER SPACE

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. 
Sept. 12—United Nations Sec- 
retary General Dag Hammarsk- | 
jold today urged members of 
the world organization to try 
for agreement on a plan for 
international control of outer 
Space, and to seek new modest 
approaches toward renewed 
disarmament negotiations. 


In the introduction to his 
annual report which will be 
submitted to the U.N. General 
Assembly when it convenes 
Tuesday, Hammarskjold said 
also that U.N. agencies had ex- 
erted a “calming influence” on 
the turbulent Middle East. He 
noted “growing interest” in 
the creation of a non-fighting, 
stand-by U.N. emergency force 
for use in troubled areas. 

On the subject of outer space 
eontrol, Hammarskjold pointed 
out that the International Geo- 
physical Year had “created a 
new challenge” for the devel- 
opment of international law 
dealing with the situation. He 
recalled that the topic has been 
og on the agenda for de- 

ate in the 8l-nation General 
Assembly. 
Outer Space Rule. 


IT hope that it will be pos- 
sible, Hammarskjold wrote, “to 
move ahead toward agreement 
on a basic rule that outer space, 
and the celestial bodies there- 
in, are not considered as ca- 
pable of appropriation by any 
State, and an assertion of the 
over-riding interest of the 
community of nations in the 
peaceful and beneficial use of 
outer space. 

As to a piece-by-piece ap- 
proach to the problem of world 
disarmament, the Secretary 
General pointed out that re- 
cent technical talks at Geneva 
have “yielded some first re- 
sults of an encouraging na- 
ture,” in proposals to suspend 
nuclear weapons tests. The 
Geneva conference was on the 
subject of detecting violations. 

“Thus, by isolating certain 
non-political, scientifie ele- 
ments from the politically con- 
troversial elements in the total 
problem of disarmament, the 
area of conflict has been some- 
what reduced,” Hammarskijold 
continued. “The Geneva agree- 
ment may contribute to a bet- 
ter atmosphere for considera- 
tion of the disarmament ques- 
tion. 

“It may also indicate a way 
by which further progress 
might be made in separating 
the political from the non- 
political elements, thus help- 
ing reduce further the area of 
disagreement. The interest 
that has been shown in the sug- 
gestion for such technical stud- 
jes in relation to security from 
surprise attack points in this 
direction.” 

Mideast Tensions. 


Hammarskjold is winding up 
conversations with Arab leaders 
in an effort to eliminate ten- 
sions in the Middle East. He 
said he would make later report 
on this situation. 

“In this report [ shall limit 
myself to noteing the value and 
the significance of the efforts 
during the emergency session 
which led to an agreement by 
all the Arab states on a con- 
structive resolution and to its 
unamimous adoption,” he said. 

He was referring to the As- 


sembly resolution authorizing 
him to determine measures to 
facilitate the withdrawal of 


United States forces from Leb- 
anon and British troops from 
Jordan, 

Turning to the subject of es- 
tablishing a permanent U.N. 
emergency force, Hammar- 
skjold said he -would issue a 
summary study of the U.N.E.F, 
created after the British, 
French and Israeli invasion of 
sEgypt. Composed of national- 
ly-contributed military’ ele- 
ments, it is still on duty in 
sensitive Egyptian-Israeli bor- 
der spots. 

“It should, of course, be 
clear that any such force, un- 
less it should be called into 
being by the Security council, 
must continually be a non- 
fighting force, operating on the 
territories of the countries con- 
cerned only with their consent 
and utilized only after a de- 
cision of’ the Security Council 
or the General Assembly, re- 
garding a specific case, for 
those clearly international pur- 
poses relating to the pacific of 
disputes. 

“NN EF. has shown that 
guch a force can, in certain 
circumstances, make an impor- 
tant contribution to the pres- 
ervation of international 
peace,” the Secretary General 
added. 

Hammarskjold hoped the es- 
tablishment of the U.N. spe- 
cial fund for programs of tech- 
nical assistance and economic 
development indicated that 
there was “a growing recog- 
nition” of the value of the 
multi-nation approach to the 
situation rather than previous 
aid measures carried out by 
individual countries without re- 
course to the United Nations.

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SCHOOL LOSING 
ER ORDER 
ADMIT NEGROES 


RICHMOND, Va., Sept. 12 
(AP) — Warren county’s only | 
high school closes at the end | 
of classes today as the direct 
result of a United States dis- | 
trict court order that the white | 
school admit 22 Negroes. 


The county school board an- 
nounced the “temporary sus- 
pension” of the school at Front 
Royal yesterday. . The board 
said the Negroes would be en- | 
rolled Saturday and Monday. | 
Under Virginia law, the assign- 
ment or enrollment of any 
Negro pupil in a white school 
automatically closes that 
school.. 


The school officials came to 
Richmond to talk over their 
problem with Gov. J. Lindsay 


Almond Jr. and state legal 
aids. 

It was not known what ac- 
tion might come from the 
meeting. 


Hint of Another Plan. 


At his press conference yes- 
terday, Gov. Almond hinted— 
without further explanation— 
the state may have yet another 
plan that could keep schools 
from being either integrated 
or closed this year. 

Superintendent Q. D. Gasque 
said he did not know how long 
the school at Front Royal 
would be suspended, but he 
expected a formal closing or- 
der from the state by Monday. 

The school board has not 
considered asking Almond to 
allow the school to operate on 
an integrated basis without 
state funds, he said. He knew 
of no plans anywhere in the 
county to establish a private 
school system for the pupils 
involved. 

When a school is closed un- 
der Virginia’s massive re- 
sistance to integration laws, its 
control: passes to the Governor. 
He is obligated to try to re- 
organize and reopen it on a 
segregated basis. 

Should he fail to reopen the 
school on a segregated basis. 
he may, if asked by both the 
county school board and county 
board of supervisors, return 
the school to the county to be 
operated on an_ integrated 
basis. But once an integrated 
school is opened, all state funds 
to that school and to all schools 
of its class—elementary or sec- 
ondary—are immediately cut 
off 

Gasque has said previously 
the county does not have 
enough money to operate its 
schools by itself. 

Opening Postponed. 

At Charlottesville, mean- 
while, city school officials post- 
poned the opening of the white 
Lane high school and Venable 
elementary school from Mon- 
day until Sept. 22. 

Both schools are under fed- 
eral court orders to admit Ne- 


groes—two to Lane and 10 to 
Venable 

Yesterday the two Negroes 
ordered admitted to Lane Said 
they would enroll when it 
opens. 


All schools in Charlottes- 
ville were scheduled to open 
Sept. 2. but the school board 
postponed the opening until 
Sept. 15. Qnly Burley High 
School for Negroes, operated 
jointly by Charlottesville and 
adjacent Albermarle county, 
opened Sept. 2. 

United States District Judge 
John Paul ordered the Negroes 
admitted to the Warren county 
school last Monday. He said a 
governing factor was that the 
county did not operate a Ne- 
gro high school. 

The approximately 100 Ne- 
gro pupils in the county now 
attend high school either at 
Berryville, Clarke county, or 
Manassas, Prince William coun- 
tv. The school board recently 
awarded a contract for con- 
struction of a combination ele- 
mentary and high school for 
Negroes, scheduled for occu- 
pancy in September 1959. 

Judge Paul declined to grant 
a stay of his desegregation Of- 
der, but suspended its effec- 
tiveness until Monday so the 
state could seek a stay while 
the order was being appealed. 
Yesterday, Chief Judge Simon 
E. Sobeloff of the United 
States Fourth circuit court of 
appeals refused to grant a 
stay. 


Negro Teacher Loses Job Over 
Rights Action. 

DAWSON, Ga., Sept. 12 ‘AP! 
—The Terrell Country Board 
of Education has refused to re- 
new the contract of a Negro 
school teacher involved in a 
civil rights suit filed last week 

Superintendent Frank Chris- 
tie confirmed today that Edna 
Mae Lowe, 28-year-old teacher, 
who talked freely with report- 
ers following the filing of the 
suit, is no longer a teacher in 
the system. 

Asked if three other teach- 
ers involved in the suit were 
retained on the faculty, he said 
“Some were and some were 
not.” 

He refused to identify the 
ones who are still with the 
system an dthe ones who were 
not rehired. | 

Mrs. Lowe was one of five 
Negroes named in the nations | 
first case under the civil rights 
act of 1957, filed last week 
against Terrell county regis- 
trars. 

Four of the five were school 
teachers who were ruled in- 
eligible to register because 
they could not read or write 
properly. Mrs. Lowe, who 
holds a master’s degree from 
New York University, taught 
mathematics last year at Daw- 
son's Carver High School.

The Village. built by Deal in 
1939, was transferred to the 
FliA’in 1940 by the Northwest- 
ern Life Insurance Co., tollow- 
ing default on a payment ol 
the FHA-insured loan bv the 
insurance firm. In a combined 
suit, the Deal firm and the in- 
Surance company are asking 
for the return of $429,000 in 
profits which they claim the 
FHA netted trom the operation 
and subsequent sale of the 
apartments. The FHA claims 
the profit was only $28,000

This is true, of course. We 
are now near the end, but we 
have not reached the end of 
the period of the American 
lead.

There are strong indications 
that certain key figures in the

We Can Afford Education 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


The advent of the age of Sput- 
nik brought fear to Americans 
and a determination to catch up 
militarily with the Russians. 
Eager to show that we are doing 
something to remedy the situa- 
tion, we sought a panacea and 
came up with the conclusion that 
our school system was deficient in 
the training of young scientists. 


The history of the twentieth 
century shows us that two coun- 
tries have specialized in math 
and science. Germany under the 
Kaiser and under Nazi Hitler gave 
us two World wars with the great- 
est destruction of property and 
murder and butchery of millions. 
Today Communist Russia is like- 
wise emphasizing the training of 


scientists, not for the development . 


of a better life for its people but 
for the purposes of destruction 
and world conquest. 


There are many defects in our 
educational system just as there 
are many, many differences be- 
tween education for a democratic 
society and education in a totali- 
tarian state. Our educational sys- 
tem is sadly deficient in many 
things. We need more schools— 
we need more and better teach- 
ers—we need more doctors, law- 
yers, accountants, teachers, scien- 
tists, engineers, psychologists, ar- 
tists, musicians, skilled labor. 


We must have a greater know!l- 
edge of how people think, the fac- 
tors that determine their thoughts 
and motivate their actions, a bet- 
ter understanding of our history, 
our democratic heritage, the prin- 
ciples of our government and a 
deeper understanding of our capi- 
talistic free enterprise system. 


We must not fall for any pana- 
fea which emphasizes one facet 
of education at the expense of 
all the others. 

A country that can afford to 
dedicate itself to the defense and 

' armament of the free world can 
afford an educational system to 
meet the challenge of the space 
age to create a better world.

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As Unconvincing as Mr. Dulles 


President Eisenhower Jast night undertook 
to do what Secretary Dulles has conspicuously 
failed to do—convince the American people 
that fighting for a coastal island three miles 
off the China mainland is essential to the 
vital interests of the nation and the defense 
of the free world. 


The President failed just as completely as 
Mr. Dulles had done. In his effort to equate 
Quemoy with Formosa, Korea, the Rhineland, 
Czechoslovakia and other historic free world 
positions, he was entirely unconvincing. His 
partial and at times positively misleading de- 
scription of the situation fell far short of sup- 
porting the thesis, which he has evidently 
swallowed whole from Mr. Dulles, that unless 
American forces fight for Chiang Kai-shek on 
Quemoy the result will be a Far Eastern 
“Munich” encouraging new aggression and 
world war. 


The President never once mentioned that 
Quemoy is geographically a part of the China 
coastline where Chiang’s troops have no right 
to be. He repeated the Dulles misrepresenta- 
tion to the effect that Quemoy has never 
been held by the Communists—a half-truth 
which conceals the fact that until now Que- 
moy has never been held by a regime based 
outside of mainland China. He did not even 
try to prove, but contented himself with dog- 
matically assuming, that Quemoy is necessary 
to the defense of Formosa, whereas in fact 
it is much more directly related to the de- 
fense of the mainland. 


It was a regrettable and disappointing per- 
formance. Mr. Eisenhower spoke without 
conviction, as if he were reading a script pre- 
pared by Mr. Dulles. Consequently he could 
offer no evidence whatever, except the empty 
boasts of Red propaganda, for his basic argu- 
ment that the Chinese Communists are bom- 
barding Quemoy as a preliminary to the mil- 
itary conquest of Formosa and the forcible 
liquidation of Western positions in the Philip- 
pines and elsewhere in the Western Pacific. 


This contention stood exposed, when the 
President had finished, as unsupported scare- 
mongering. The truth is that Quemoy is not 
a free world rampart the loss of which would 
represent dishonorable “appeasement.” 
Rather it is an outpost of an ousted warlord’s 
regime, a rocky salient which has no strategic 
significance except as an irritant to Peiping 
and potential springboard for invasion of the 
mainland. As Chiang has no right to occupy 
it, so American forces have no right to help 
him hold it. 


A wise and foresighted American policy 
would have prevented Chiang from ever con- 


verting Quemoy into a trap compelling us 
either to retreat or provoke a general nuclear 
war. Having fallen into that trap, a prudent 
foreign policy would now bend every effort 
toward getting out of it with the least pos- 
sible loss of prestige and respect. 

The one hopeful note was the President's 
repeated advocacy of negotiation as an alter- 
native to force, and particularly his sugges- 
tion that the United Nations might exert a 
“peaceful influence” should the Warsaw talks 
with Peiping fail. 

To be perfectly honest with ourselves we 
should recognize that it is impossible to reach 
a Quemoy settlement that satisfies the Chiang 
Kai-shek government. To Chiang, any settle- 
ment will amount to appeasement. Further- 
more, if the United Nations ever does take 
jurisdiction, the United States must be pre- 
pared to see its stand repudiated by most of 
its friends and certainly by a majority of 
U.N. members. 

But both of these unpleasant prospects 
must be faced if the talk of a peaceful settle- 
ment is to mean anything. If our govern- 
ment were realistic it would also face the 
fact ‘that American interests do not coincide 
with those of Chiang Kai-shek, that we shall 
lose ground steadily in Asia so long as we 
base our policy on blind support of his re- 
gime, that a neutral Formosa would serve 
our interests as well as a Chiang Kai-shek 
Formosa, and that our ultimate objective 
should be a general Far Eastern settlement 
embracing the recognition of the actual gov- 
ernment of China in exchange for recogni- 
tion of our legitimate interests in the Pacific. 

Meanwhile the country must hope that de- 
spite the President’s verbal commitment to 
the defense of Quemoy both the Communists 
and our military commanders will avoid a 
situation requiring the commitment to be 
fulfilled. Both sides appear to be avoiding it 
so far. 

One result is a ludicrous role for the 
Seventh Fleet, whose mission so far seems 
to be to convoy without convoying. Still, it 
is better to be ridiculous than involved in 
nuclear war. Adm. Felt’s reported advices 
to the Joint Chiefs make it clear that if fight- 
ing breaks out, the use of nuclear weapons 
can scarcely be avoided. That is equivalent 
to advising that fighting must not be per- 
mitted to break out. 

If military reasons alone do not counsel 
disengagement, moral, diplomatic and polit- 
ical reasons do. It is time to heed the plain 
counsel of the American people and of our 
allies: 

A war for Quemoy is a war to stay out of. 


The Record Against Gibbons 


Apparently finished with Harold J. Gib- 
bons, St. Louis Teamster boss, as a witness 
before his committee, Senator McClellan has 
summarized Gibbons’s role as a labor leader 
from the testimony now in the committee's 
record. The picture may be overdrawn in 
some respects. But on the whole most of the 
conclusions seem to us backed by the evi- 
dence, and they present a far different eval- 
uation of Gibbons from his own self-portrait 
as a shining knight of honest labor. 


Gibbons has misused union funds, accord- 
ing to McClellan; he has encouraged violence; 
he has consorted with gangsters; he has vio- 
lated the Teamsters’ constitution; he used “a 
labor official of ill repute” to win re-election 
to his present office, and he has signed so- 
called top-down or “sweetheart” contracts on 
behalf of workers whose desires never were 
consulted. . 


Senator McClellan was specific. He cited 
the $78,000 paid to former officers of AFL 
Local 688 when Gibbons merged it and his 
former CIO union. He cited violence in the 
St. Louis taxicab strike. He cited the carry- 
ing of weapons by Teamster representatives. 
He cited the bringing of Barney Baker, twice- 
convicted hoodlum, to St. Louis. He cited 
the manner in which Teamster affairs have 
been conducted in Joplin and in Springfield. 


The committee asked pointed questions 
about these matters and more while Gibbons 
was on the stand. Gibbons, now right-hand 
man to James R. Hoffa, fenced and parried. 
He made denials, admissions and excuses, or 
he could not remember, or he did not know. 
Yet there is Harry Karsh, the lieutenant who 
produced the Carnival Workers’ votes which 
won Gibbons a most questionable election. 
There was Barney Baker before the commit- 
tee. There was evidence of the payment of 
the $78,000 and of other disputed payments. 


In the face of all this, it is impossible to 
conclude, as Gibbons argues, that he along 
with Jimmy Hoffa is a wronged martyr of 
the labor movement. Whatever there is of 
good in Gibbons’s record is sadly tarnished 
by what the McCellan committee has brought 
out of bad. The record lends new strength 
to George Meany’s demand that the Team- 
sters cleanse their union before being fe- 
admitted to the AFL-CIO. 


Missouri's Undeveloped Empire 

Forests represent Missouri's greatest under- 
developed resource. This was the conclusion 
of a recent forestry conference in St. Louis. 
It will be the challenge presented to a state- 
wide public conference at the University of 
Missouri Oct. 18. 


It is not correct to say that Missouri does 
nothing at all with its timber. The tradi- 
tional production of barrel staves has been 
augmented’ in recent years by production for 
veneers, and hardwoods are still cut for lum- 
ber. But Missouri has nothing to compare 
with the vast expansion of the timber indus- 
try, primarily for paper and paper-board, in 
the neighboring states of Arkansas and Ten- 
nessee. Nor is it meeting the growing de- 
mand for wood. 


Missouri’s timber problem can be summed 
up in two parts: management and marketing. 
They are inseparable. The timber supply will 
not be increased unless markets are available, 
but markets will not open up without better, 
more purposeful production. The United 
States Forest Service says that nearly 90 per 
cent of Missouri’s 15,000,000 forest acres are 
owned by individuals in average plots of 67 
acres. Small timber producers, in short, 
must be brought by state and federal assist- 
ance to recognize that their income can grow 
with their trees. 

Better fire protection, the reduction of 
over-grazing, limits on the open range—all 
these go together but require a public convic- 
tion that a growing forest industry can in- 
vigorate the state and particularly its tjau- 
tiful but barren Ozarks. The Columbia con- 
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ference next month should spread the news 
that there is wealth as well as beauty in our 
hills. 


Tucker Stresses the Realistic 


Mayor Tucker believes that the best attain- 
able solution of the city-county problem now 
before the freeholders is the re-entry of St. 
Louis into St. Louis county. He may be right, 
depending on how such a reunion is imple- 
mented. Putting the city into the county and 
stopping there would not accomplish a great 
deal. Doing so as part of a program for 
functional reorganization of the metropolitan 
community might accomplish much. 

Mr. Tucker concedes that a reunion would 
not be ideal. Best would be a new super- 
government of the entire area. Yet the Mayor 
acknowledges as a fact the desire of citizens 
to preserve the identity of their communities. 
He learned in two charter elections that vot- 
ers can and do reject the ideal, so he now 
stresses the importance of an acceptable 
formula. 

The chief advantage seen by the Mayor 
in a city-county reunion is the avoidance of a 
new layer of government such as a metropoli- 
tan district. This could be expensive and it 
could “balkanize” functional authority so 
much that the voters would find difficulty 
in fixing responsibility. Be that as it may, Mr. 
Tucker has stressed the realistic. The free- 
holders must keep in mind that their work 
will be in vain if they do not submit a pro- 
posal which will appeal to a substantial ma- 
jority of the people of the St. Louis area. 
They must also remember that bold and far- 
reaching proposals may have a stronger ap- 
peal than partial or tentative ones.

On one side in the hearing before the Van 
Buren, Ark., school board were shouting, 
angry parents who supported 45 boys who 
quit classes at the high school and threatened 
violence if Negro pupils returned. One of 
their leaders was the Rev. Grady Williams, a 
traveling evangelist of segregation and hatred. 

On the other side was 15-year-old Jessie 
Evans, president of the high school student 
council. Despite shouts and interference 
from the Rev. Mr. Williams, she managed to 
finish her report that the council had polled 
160 white students and found only 45 opposed 
to integration. “If we don’t object,” she 
asked, “‘why should anyone else?”’ 

The answer to that question may show a 
good deal about who needs education in Van 
Buren. 


Jimmy Wilson and Gov. Félsom 


Refusal by the Alabama Supreme Court to 
reconsider its approval of a death sentence 
for Jimmy Wilson leaves two courses open 
for saving the life of the illiterate handyman 
who was convicted of stealing $1.95 from an 
elderly woman. One is appeal to the federal 
courts. The other is reduction of the exces- 
sive sentence by Gov. Folsom. 

The longer the Jimmy Wilson case remains 
in controversy in the courts, state or federal, 
the more harm it will do the United States in 
the eyes of the world. For the execution of 
an indigent Negro, first set for Sept. 5 and 
now rescheduled on Oct. 24, for a minor theft, 
would be reported around the world in a 
matter of minutes as a cruel and inhuman 
act. The loss in good will to the United States 
would be incalculable. 

Jimmy Wilson may well deserve punish- 
ment. His record shows two previous prison 
terms for grand larceny. But let his punish- 
ment fit the wrong of which he was found 
guilty. Gov. Folsom now has ample time to 
review the facts of the case and to see that 
justice is done—justice tempered with mercy. 

Since Alabama appears to be the only state 
in the Union that makes robbery ble 
by death, its citizens would do well to call on 
their legislators at the next session at Mont- 
gomery to moderate the penalty.

Lessons From the Maine Election 
Six Editorials Offer Differing Views of Reasons for G.O.P. ‘Beating’

Regardless of all purely local in- 
fluences, the Maine election can only 
be read as one more important sign 
that the Republicans are in tough 
shape, and the Democrats in corre- 
spondingly good shape. The ques- 
tion is, Why? 

A partial explanation may be the 
normal attrition of political popular- 
ity when a party has been in con- 
trol of the White House (though not 
in this case of Congress) for a 
number of years. Then too, it is no

Public Opinion Underlying 
these reasons, we 
suspect, is a more 
basic one. It is that, in this late 
summer of 1958, the Republican 
party does not seem to stand for 
the same things it did in 1952; that 
it seems, instead, to stand increas- 
ingly for the same things the Dem- 
ocratic party does. 


According to the Republican pro- 
spectus we were to have a foreign 
policy consisting of something more 
than jumping from crisis to Com- 
munist-instigated crisis. The early 
practice was good; the war in Ko- 
rea was concluded, to the great 
credit of the Eisenhower Adminis- 
tration, and there were other hope- 
ful developments. Yet today we 
seem to be back on the same crisis 
string, hopping whenever the Com- 
munists pull. 

According to the prospectus, the 
Government was to permit no 
breach in the highest standards of 
official conduct. Here too the prac- 
tice has been good for the most 
part; certainly the Adams-Goldfine 
affair does not rank with some of 
the exploits of earlier Administra- 
tions. Yet the Goldfine business, 
which may have figured more prom- 
inently in the Maine election than 
it will nationally, undoubtedly 
marred the record and tended to 
add to the questions about the G.O.P. 


Perhaps most important, accord- 
ing to the prospectus we were to 
have sharply lower federal spending 
and balanced budgets. Again the 
initial effort was impressive, but it 
has not been sustained 

It cannot be proved that these 
considerations, put in precisely these 
terms, were decisive in the Maine 
election. But it can be said as a 
generalization that a party which 
seems increasingly to follow policies 
originated by another party will be 
at a disadvantage.

One thing is certainly true: The 
Republicans took a terrible beating.

It is clear that in Maine the Re- 
publicans’ twin appeals of “Trust 
Ike” and “Peace and Prosperity” 
found few buyers. The business re- 
cession hit Maine hard, as was evi- 
denced by the willingness of Senator 
Payne to join with Illinois’ Fair 
Dealing Senator Paul Douglas in the 
sponsorship of federal handouts for 
depressed areas. 

With prosperity thus of such du- 
bious quality, voters had only to 
glance at the headlines about Que- 
moy and Matsu in order to discount 
the rest of the Republican slogan 
and .decide they would rather trust 
Ike under the restraints of a Demo- 
cratic Congress. 


A new element entered the cam- 
paign with the appearance of the 
recently formed Americans for Con- 
stitutional Action. This right-wing 
version of the Americans for Demo- 
cratic Action was represented by for- 
mer United States Senator Owen W. 
Brewster, whose speeches on behalf 
of the Republicans took the conser- 
vative line against spending our way 
into socialism, 

Republicans can search the results 
in vain either for comfort or lessons 
on how to do better. The practical 
ones know that the trick is to have 
the right men on the ticket at the 
right time and under the right label, 


Maine dims the already flickering 
Republican aspirations for changing 
the complexion of the next Congress. 
As for 1960, the only hopeful aspect 
the G.O.P. can nourish is that it is 
two years away.

Maine has gone Democratic. Re- 
publicans who try to explain this 
sweep as something of merely local 
importance will be foolish, indeed. 
The party leaders should take note 
of the fact that Maine's Republican 
doctrine has been of the Eisenhower 
or “modern” school which has little 
appeal to the voters. The best chance, 
and probably the only chance the 
Republican party has this fall is to 
leave the New Deal to the Demo- 
crats and offer the voters a genuine 
alternative to it. 

The Republicans can pledge them- 
selves to cut government spending, 
balance the budget, and reduce 
taxes. They can take a stand against 


foreign aid. They can promise an 
end to brinkmanship in foreign pol- 
icy. The people have been disap- 
pointed in Republican performance, 
but there is just a chance that if 
the candidates make straight-for- 
ward promises of how they will vote 
on all these matters, the voters may 
be won to the Republican cause.

M Tonight I want to talk to 

you about the situation,

On the morning of Aug. 23 
the Chinese Communisis 
opened a severe bombardment 
of Quemoy, an island in the 
Formosa straits off the China 
coast. Another island in the 
same area, Matsu, was also at- 


tacked. These two islands have 
alwavs been a part of Free 
China—never under Commu- 
nist contro! 

This bombardment of Que- 
mov has been going on almost 
continuously ever since. Also 


Chinese Communists have been 
using their naval craft to try 
to break up the supplying of 
Quemoy, with its 125,000 peo- 
ple. Their normal source of sup- 
ply is by sea from Formosa, 
where the government of Free 
China is now located. 


Threat of Landing 


Chinese Communists say that 
they will capture Quemoy. So. 
far they have not actually at- 
tempted a landing, but their 
bombardment has caused great 
damage. Over 1000 people have 
been killed or wounded In 
large part these are civilians 

This is a tragic affair. It is 
shocking that in this day and 
age naked force should be used 
for such aggressive purposes. 

But this is not the first time 


that the Chinese Communists 
have acted in this way.

It is as certain as can be 
that the shooting which the 
Chinese Communists started 
on Aug. 23 had 4s its pur- 
pose not just the taking of 
the island of Quemoy.

This plan would liquidate 
all of the free world posi- 
tions in the Western Pacific 
grea and bring them under 
captive governments, which 
would be hostile to the United 
States and the free world. 
Thus the Chinese and Rus- 
sian Communists would come 
to dominate at least the 
western half of the now 
friendly Pacific ocean. 

So, aggression by ruthless 
despots again imposes a clear 
danger to the United States 
and to the free world. 

In this effort the Chinese 
Communists and the Soviet Un- 
ion appear to be working hand 
in hand. Last Monday I re- 
ceived a long letter on this sub- 
iect from Prime Minister 
Khrushchev He warned the 
United States against helping 
its allies in the Western Pa- 
cific. He said that we should 
not support the Republic of 
China and the Republic of Ko- 
rea. He contended that we 
should desert them, return all 
of our naval forces to our home 
bases, and leave our friends in 
the Far East to face, alone, the 
combined military power of the 
Soviet Union and Communist 
China. 

Does Mr. Khrushchev think 
that we have so soon forgotten 
Korea? 

I must say to you very frank- 
ly and soberly, my friends, the 
United States cannot accept the 
result that the Communists 
seck. Neither can we show, 
now, a weakness of purpose—a 
timidity—which

I do not believe that the 
United States can be either 
lured or frightened into ap- 
peasement. I believe that in 
taking the position of oppos- 
ing aggression by force, I am 
taking the only position 
which is consistent with the 
vital interests of the United 
States, and, indeed, with the 
peace of the world.

We believe 
that diplomacy can and should 
find a way out. There are 
measures that can be taken to 
assure that these offshore is- 
lands will not be a thorn in 
the side of peace. We believe 
that arrangements are urgently 
required to stop gunfire and 
to pave the way to a peaceful 
solution. 

If the bilateral talks be- 
tween ambassadors do not 
fully succeed, there is still 
the hope that the United Na- 
tions could exert a peaceful 
influence on the situation.

Communists in the 
Formosa area were brought be- 
fore the United Nations Se- 
curity Council. But the Chin- 
ese Communists rejected its 
jurisdiction.

But there must be sober 
realization by the American 
people that our legitimate 
purposes are again being 
tested by those who threat- 
end peace and freedom 
everywhere.

OMAHA, Neb., Sept. 12 (AP) 
~Winthrop Rockefeller con- 
tended last night that the 
South's failure to provide the 
separate but equal education 
for Negroes once ordered by 
the Supreme Court is one of 
the roadblocks to integration 
ordered by the court in 1954 

In an address at the National 
Urban League canference, the 
Arkansas multi-millionaire in- 
dustrial leader said 

“Ironically, the claim of seg- 
regationists that integration in 
schools will mean a lowering 
of educational standards is true 
in many instances 

“It is true because, during 
the years of supposedly sep- 
arate-but-equal facilities, Negro 
school standards have been 
tragically far below those pre- 
vailing in white schools. And 
thus. when integrated classes 
are initiated, it is often fore- 
ordained that Negro children 
become a drag in the academic 
level.” 

The fault lies directly with 
the communities and the com- 
munity leaders, he said 

Feels No Conflict. 


Rockefeller is chairman of the 
Arkansas Industrial Develop- 
ment Commission, a jop to 
which Gov. Orval Faubus ap 
pointed him. He said he has 
been asked how he can rec- 
oncile that role with his ex- 
pressed opposition to the 
policies followed by the state 
of Arkansas in the Little Rock 
school situation 

“I do not feel there is a 
conflict.” he said. ‘As a citizen 
of Arkansas, I am dedicated to 
the welfare of the state which 
is larger than any in- 
dividual. “I shall continue on 
the commission.” 

In an earlier press con- 
ference, Rockefeller said the 
Federal Government also must 
share some of the biame in the 
integration crisis 

“We haven't had the thought- 
ful leadership out of Washing- 
ton that we should have,” he 
said. ‘There hasn't been the 
planned progress in the field 
there should have been.”

“If in two and one-half years 
the prolbem were dealt with 
properly, the delay would be 
useful. Such a delay should be 
tied in with what | have termed 
a planned progress 

“By ‘planned progress’ I am 
most certainly not advocating 
delay; nor am I thinking alone 
in terms of schoo] integration. 
It is simply a term for the 
feelings shared by most of us 
that we must be doing some- 
thing constructive toward racial 
equality all the time.”

RESEARCH ROCKET FIRED, 
INFLATABLE SPHERE IN NOSE 


WALLOPS ISLAND, Va. 
Sept. 12 ‘AP)—A _ two-stage 
rocket with an _ inflatable 
sphere in its nose was launched 
last night to an altitude esti- 
mated at 80 miles. 

The sphere apparently failed 
to inflate, however, and could 
not be seen visually as had 
been planned. The rocket was 
fired from the space research 
station at Wallops Island in a 
proposed test of an inflatable 
space vehicle. 

The newly established Na- 
tional Aeronautics and space 
Administration plans event- 
ually to launch inflatable sat- 
ellites which possibly can be 
used to relay television pro- 
grams across oceans as well as 
for measuring air density 
hundreds of miles above the 
earth. In the first launching 
of this type last April 25, a 
similar sphere was inflated at 
an altitude of about 60 miles.

Bloom at Dachau 


“HOW TO GET to Dachau concentration camp?” the 
Munich hotel clerk repeated the question smoothly. “I'm 
afraid I cannot tell you, madam. You see, we didn't know 
where it was even when all the terrible things were 
going on there.” 

Most Germans prefer 
to ignore the existence 
of Dachau although it is 
now a memorial and a 
tourist attraction. I 
wanted to see the place 
because Pastor Martin 
Niemoeller, whose biog- 
raphy I am writing, spent 
several of his eight pris- 
on years there. 

“It's a short train 

ride from Munich,” he 
had said, “but I don’t 
know what you'll find 
there now. I've never 
been back.” 
, In a drizzling rain I 
* went to the railroad sta- 
' tion and took an 8:30 
a.m, train. At 9 we ar- 
rived at Dachau station 
and a man I'd gotten in 
eonversation with directed me to the bus which runs to 
Dachau-Ost where the koncentrationslager is located. 


CLARISSA START 


The bus was filled with Saturday morning 
shoppers, some of whom gave me and my camera 
dark looks. I explained my mission in a loud 
voice te the bus driver and the atmosphere 
warmed. One woman volunteered that she 
thought the Pastor “eine gute mann.” This view 
of Niemoeller is not universal; he ts one of 
those who has never ignored the existence of 
Dachau. But at least I was removed from the 
class of the curiosity seekers. 


AT A FORK IN THE ROAD, bright blue and yellow 
signs in three languages direct tourists to the camp. The 
end of the bus line is a depressing one-street town 
bordered on each side by gray concrete one-story buildings. 

The driver gave me directions on where to walk and 
a timetable with the hours for return busses marked. I 
followed his directions past the concrete buildings till 
I reached a country road. A half mile down the road 
is a sign pointing to the left:.“Eingang Krematorium.” 

I followed the dusty road between two high eon- 
erete walls, topped with barbed wire and an occasional 
lookout tower. In defense of Germans who said they 
“didn’t know what was going on,” I doubt that I would 
have come prowling around here with Sherlock Holmes’s 
spyglass in hand, In wartime. Now the wild flower we 
¢all Queen Anne’s Lace grows in the cracks in the wall 
and you can hear chickens cackling In the distance. 

At the end of the road an entrance gate is patrolled 
by a German soldier. Cars go in and out in a steady 
stream. A number of persons driving out glared at the 
soldier and his helmet, a symbol of military Germany. 


I asked him in German about Niemoeller’s 
eell. He said brusquely that Niemoeller had 
never been there. I said I knew he had not been 
at the erematorium but was there anyone who 
eould tell me where he had been? A teenager, 
one of a group of hikers, intervened to translate 

and we went through it all again. This time the 
t guard said a “Vater Rott” might know. The boy 
explained I must find Father Rott at the Catho- 
lic parish house. I said as long as I was there, 
I'd look around, 


I WALKED IN. The memorial is neatly tended as a 
“park and quiet as a graveyard which it is. There are neat 
‘mounds with stone markers, one dedicated “to the many 
‘thousand unknown dead,” another designating the “Firing 
Range and Blood Ditch.” There is a mound along the 
ditch topped by pink begonias, flowering thickly as they 
do in masses in parks and gardens all over flower-loving 
-Germany. Fenced off, beyond the memorial are the dark 
‘ erumbling wooden buildings. 

As I came out, a woman tourist” “was shaking her 
fist at the guard. “Yours is not a pleasant job,” I said. 
He shrugged his shoulders. “Machts nicht’—it makes no 
difference. 

I followed the dusty road back to town to an _ of- 
ficial looking building, and inquired there if they could 
- direct me to the Katholische Pfarrer Haus. They told 
‘me Barraken 26. I had trouble finding Barracks 26 but 
some small boys, induced by peppermints, took me there. 


Father Rott was not in, his black garbed 

: housekeeper told me. She suggested the Evan- 
gelische pastor, Dr. Daum, in Barracks 5. Dr. 
Daum also was “nicht da.” His wife and daughter 
said they had come to Dachau only recently. They 
did not know where Pastor Niemoeller had been 
housed. There are 34 barracks which had housed 
thousands. They thought Father Rott, who has 
lived there longest, might know. 


FATHER ROTT’S HOUSEKEEPER, when I found her 
~&gain, said he might return on the 11:20 bus or perhaps 
~not until evening. I said I had to be back in Munich 
~by 2 o'clock but would wait for the 11:30 bus. Sitting on 
=& doorstep of an empty building I noted the attempts to 
“make this prison camp into a normal town. In one 
SDarracks is a post office, in another a camera shop. At 

barracks apartment windows are flower boxes. Children 
~and dogs play in the street. 

— The 11:20 bus came but Father Rott was not on it. 
“1 rode back to Daehau and took the train to Munich. 
“My mission had been incomplete, unsuccessful, and yet I

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St. Louisan’s Bookmobile in Turkey 


Mrs. Gertrude Drury Retired From Library Here, Took Post in Mideast

RETIREMENT to Mrs. Ger- 
trude Drury simply meant a 
chance to start over again. 

For that new start, she didn't 
change careers but she did shift 
her place of employment from 
midwestern America to the 
Middle East. She 
from a bustling room w 
telephones rang almost con- 
stantly into primitive villages 
where a telephone is unknown. 

Mrs. Drury, retired super- 
visor of reference services in 
the St. Louis Public Library, 
has returned from two years 
in Izmir, Turkey, and will de- 
part for a third year in Tur- 
key Sept. 18. As librarian for 
the American Collegiate Insti- 
tute in Izmir, she started Tur- 
key’s first Bookmobile to iso- 
lated settlements. 

Though she encountered dif- 
ferences in the way of life, 
she found a common love of 
reading and a questioning spirit 
on both sides of the earth. 

Having directed a staff at 
the St. Louis Public Library 
which must answer the public's 
questions on subjects ranging 
from alfalfa to zebras, Mrs. 
Drury felt no qualms about en- 
tering a strange new world. 

She learned to get around in 
Turkey even though she has 
never learned the language. 
Translaters are always handy 
and there's too little time for 
intensive language study, she 
explained. 

“It’s surprising,” she said, 
“how close I have come to the 
Turkish people even though I 
know only a few words and 
phrases of their language I 
found them to be delightful 
people, gentle and refined. 
Even in the primitive villages, 
among untutored people, they 
have an innate refinement.” 

In her two-year stay—which 
will be resumed as soon as her 
summer vacation here is ended 
—Mrs. Drury has had an 
opportunity to meet the young 
and old, cultured and un- 
schooled, professional people 
and laboring classes. In the 
American Collegiate Institute, 
a private, church-affiliated 
school for girls from the sixth 
grade through the first college 
year, she has been in contact 
with daughters of some of the 
wealthier, more privileged fam- 
ilies, But her Bookmobile sta- 
tion wagon has taken her back 
into the hills, down dusty 
roads which connect village to 
town and -town to city. 

She has, in fact, met two 
worlds in one country, worlds 
far apart in customs and ad- 
vantages, but united by blood, 
heritage and religion 

A member of Pilgrim Con- 
gregational Church here, 72- 
year-old Mrs. Drury accepted 
the opportunity to begin a new 
chapter in her library career 
in the American Collegiate In- 
stitute, supported by her de- 
nomination. As head librarian, 
she was to teach a course in 
the use of the library—knowl- 
edge she deems essential to 
the students’ further educa- 
tion—as well as keep the li- 
brary shelves stocked with 
good books. 

This means that she {is buy- 
ing both English and Turkish 
books, from pre-primer to phi- 
losophy. Of 10,000 library 
volumes at the school, 8000 
are in English, 2000 in Turkish. 

“Few of the girls know any 
English when they enter the 
school, but they begin imme- 
diately to learn the language,” 


she said. “As they learn, they 
are sent to the library to read 
for practice, so we must have 
a wide range of reading mate- 
rials for the beginners as well 
as the more advanced stu- 
dents.” 


There is no public library 
system in Turkey as in Amer- 
ica, she said, although there 
are reference libraries for stu- 
dents, and the Department of 
Education now is building a 
system of ghildren’s libraries 
in 80 cities and towns. 


“But they aren't used to tak- 
ing books away with them, and 
they want to read them right 
on the spot,” she said. 


As a career librarian, with a 
deep love for the printed word, 
Mrs. Drury has been distressed 
by the seeming lack of respect 
for books she has found in 
some young people. Few vol- 
umes are bound in hard backs 
and the paperbacks, printed on 
an inferior grade of paper, are 
frequently tossed around with 
an indifference which breaks a 
book lover's heart. 

But this doesn’t take away 
their appetite for knowledge or 
for good reading and their eyes 
hungrily gobble up the para- 
graphs. Books are not numer- 
ous in the primitive villages. A 


visit by the Bookmobile — a 
school project blessed by the 
Department of Education — is 


a cause for rejoicing. 

Mrs. Drury and her Turkish 
assistants — and translaters— 
compiled a traveling library of 
200 books which were packed 
in wooden suitcases. The stu- 
dent council voted to pay for 
the books and the gasoline. 

“Eglanhoca, the first village 
visited, had about 200 houses 
and 125 children in school up 
to the fifth grade,” she re- 
lated. “There was a reading 
room waiting for our use. 

“It was raining when we ap- 
proached the village but a wel- 
coming committee was waiting. 
We persuaded some of them to 
get in the car with us. We 
parked the station wagon at 
a wide place in the road, and 
took the cobblestone path to 
the reading room with our 
suitcases. 

“To my amazement the room 
was half full of men and boys. 
Nejat Bey, the president of a 
15-village improvement asso- 
ciation, did the honors. He

faded “star” (Judith Evelyn); a valiant little missionary 
(Ernest Truex); a beachcomber type Englishman (Richara 
Haydn) who is a drunkard and scoffer and baits the 
missionary, but who is also a former R.A.F. hero; and 
sailor types like Wallace Ford and Charles McGraw. 

Why isn’t this as good as “The High and the Mighty?” 
Simply because it isn’t as succinctly written, as dramatic, 
or one tenth as suspenseful, and the director hasn't gotten 
more than ordinary performances out of Mr. Hudson, 
Miss Charisse and Mr, Kennedy.

But when one woman man- 
ages to cram four careers into 
one lifetime — with consider- 
able success in each — that 
surely is something else again. 


Mary Kidder Rak, who died 
recently, won the heart of 
southwesterners as a_ writer. 
At the University of Arizona 
she is remembered as a lec- 
turer who suddenly abandoned 
teaching to become, with her 
husband, Charles Lukeman 
Rak, a rancher in the remote 
fastnesses of the high Chirica- 
huas east of Tombstone. And 
“Who's Who in America” lists 
her as author, educator and so- 
cial worker who was San Fran- 
cisco’s superintendent of Asso- 
ciated Charities before she 
moved to Arizona. 


Those who have read “Cow- 
man’s Wife” or “Mountain Cat- 
tle” get the impression that of 
all the callings she pur- 
sued during her lifetime, Mary 
Kidder Rak got her greatest 
satisfaction riding the range 
with her husband in the primi- 
tive isolation of the retreat 
where they spent so many 
years in rewarding living. 

Born in Boone, Ia:, Aug. 4, 
1879, Mrs. Rak died here early 
this year. Her husband died 
three weeks later. 

They left their entire estate 
—$114,642—to establish at the 
University of Arizona a scholar- 
ship program for deserving 
students in agriculture and 
home economics. Thus they 
sought to give young people 
who love the life of the range 
the training they themselves 
had to acquire the hard wav. 

And those who doubt that 
their way was hard need only 
recall that they launched their 
project not in the Arizona of 
today but in the wild and more 
or less lawless days of the 
state’s World War I years. How 
rugged the experience was is 
revealed in Mrs. Rak’s writing.

MOSCOW. 

ALTHOUGH this article is 
being written in the Soviet 
capital, I am not yet prepared 
to tell you anything yet about 
my second visit to the Soviet 
Union because so mapby details 
have still to be worked out. 

I am going to describe 
some more of the things I saw 
at the Brussels World's Fair in 
this column and perhaps the 
next one or two. 


Last Friday evening we saw 
a gala performance by our 
Harry Belafonte at the Ameri- 
can theater. 1 doubt if the 
theater in the _ exhibition 
grounds has had such a crowded 
house for any previous per- 
formance. Tickets were at a 
premium and it was an inter- 
national audience. 

Of course, Mr. Belafonte has 
learned to give his perform- 
ance with all the possible stage 
effects that light and suspense 
can create, and he is not just 
a singer of folk songs—‘the 
King of Calypso,” as he is 
sometimes called—but he is 
really an artist and an ex- 
tremely good actor. He some- 
how wins his audience, before 
even beginning to sing, by 
merely coming on the stage and 
looking at the people with con- 
fidence in their understanding, 
sympathy and appreciation.

There is a quality of genuine- 
ness in her books that makes 
the reader wish frequently that 
he could have shared with 
them their experience.

It was 
an adventure—this you are 
bound to sense as you stand 
there—very similar to other 
shining endeavors which have 
beckoned hundreds of other 
Americans—an adventure into 
the frontier past. 


But while you and I saw 
this adventure only in our 
dreams, here two people had 
made the dream come true and 
lived it for a quarter century. 
They were the Raks and the 
year was 1919. 

By that year the frontier had 
shrunk tremendously. But its 
remnants still remained. Gone 
is the thick-walled adobe pile 
of rambling old Fort Rucker; 
into which the Raks moved 
when first they bought this 
spread, far up beyond the 
fringes of human habitation. 
Gone is the dead-end which 
once terminated traffic at the 
ranch entrance. Today the 
road winds on over the moun- 
tain and down into the valley 
of the San Simon. Gone is 
much of the isolation. Neigh- 
bors have moved into wide 
places in the canyon. Roads 
have been improved. Douglas 
is now but an hour away in-

back and did one encore. I 
think the audience would have 
brought him back indefinitely, 
though the hour was already 
very late, but the management 
firmly turned the lights on, so 
the crowd had to leave.

While Mrs. Rak lectured at 
the university, Rak went hunt- 
ing for the ranch which would 
suit their decision to break 
with the world they had known 
and become cattle people. The 
ranch he found was the OCR, 
nestled in the very heart of 
the mountains where once 
Cochise’s hunted Apaches had 
stood off 10 times their num- 
ber of United States cavalry- 
men. 

One of the first things they 
learned after moving to their 
new home was that on their 
once-a-month trips “out” —to 
Douglas for supplies — they 
could never be sure what 
would be the status of Rucker 
creek when they went back 
“in.” It might be dry-wash or 
lilting stream or brawling 
flood, depending on the weath- 
er far aloft in their mountain 
retreat from whence it flowed. 

Mrs. Rak fell in love with 
the old fort, named Fort Rucker 
in memory of a young lieuten- 
ant who lost his life there dur- 
ing the days of Geronimo. The 
house was generously roomy. 
Its thick walls made it warm 
in winter, cool in summer. 

“It was air-conditioned,” she 
wrote a friend. “Over the ceil- 
ing beams heavy cheese-cloth

fortitude and a grim optimism. 
Whey they lived in the old fort 
she personally whitewashed the 
walls. She got the recipe from 
a neighbor: Mix sifted wood 
ashes with buttermilk; apply it 
with a broom. 

“For days,” she wrote, she 
did this over and over—churn- 
ing, mixing, painting, “until all 
the walls were daintily 
smeared.” 

What she wrote struck a re- 
sponsive chord with every wad- 
die in the west and with the 
women who shared with them 
the lonely ranches. 


C. L. Sonnichsen, chronicler 
of range lore, pays tribute to 
hr “Cowman’s Wife” and 
“Mountain Cattle” in his “Cow- 
boys and Cattle Kings”—Uni- 
versity of Oklahoma Press, 
1950. 

“Of all the books which at- 
tempt to tell about life on a 
modern cattle ranch these two 
seem to me to be the truest 
and best,’ he wrote.

Forced Air 
Heating 


By Hubbard Cobb 


MANY OF US heat our 
homes with a gravity warm air 
system which consists of a fur- 
mace and some ducts running 
to registers in various rooms ip 
the house. 

When this system was first 
developed many years ago it 
was considered about the most 
modern heating system in the 
world. That, however, was a 
good many years ago and now 
a gravity system except in 
small and compact homes is not 
ideal from the standpoint of ef- 
ficiency and comfort. 

As far as warm air heat goes, 
the forced air system is far 
superior to the gravity. Ina 
forced system there is a blower 
that pushes the air through the 
ducts to the room registers 
while in a gravity system you 
have to depend on the fact that 
heated air rises to get the 
warm air from the furnace to 
the room registers. 

If you are seeking more win- 
ter comfort in your home, it is 
worth considering changing 
from gravity to forced warm 
air. 

A good many old fashioned 
gravity warm air systems can 
be converted to forced warm 
air without too much trouble. 
If the furnace and burner are 
in good condition you need 
only add a blower and filter 
unit plus some controls to 
transform the system from 
gravity to forced. Units of this 
type are available from heating 
contractors and from mail or- 
der houses. Some of them are 
designed so that the average 
home owner can do the instal- 
lation himself. The cost of 
some units are considerably 
under $100. 

Not only will a forced sys- 
tem push air into registers that 
might not get much heat with 
a gravity system, but the filter 
in the unit will screen out a lot 
of dust and dirt, thus making 


for much less dirt about the 
house.

The term “hurrah’s nest” 
means any place that is a dis- 
orderly mess, a scene of wild | 
confusion.

The word “hurrah”—which 
sometimes appears without the 
final “h” in this phrase, as

plause. “We'll rally round the | 
flag, boys. Hurrah, boys, hur- 
rah!” Anyone who has had 


the onerous task of cleaning up | 


the scene of a party or rally 
cn the morning after the “hur- 
rahs” has ended, knows how ap- 
propriate the term “hurrah’s 
_ nest” would be for such a scene 
| of disorder. 
But that’s only one theory of 
the term's origin. The first 


: 


known appearance of it in print | 


was in the biography of Henry 
Wadsworth Longfellow, written 
by his brother. He described a 
“queer-looking Dutchman with 
a head like a hurrah’s nest.“ 
The next known appearance in 
print of the phrase was in 
Richard Henry Dana’s “Two 
Years Before the Mast.” On 
the strength of the fact that 


Dana had once been a pupil 
of Longfellow at Harvard. one 
word expert surmises that “hur- 
rah’s nest” was “a family term 
that entered into the ordinary 
conversation of members of 
the Longfellow family and was 
picked up by others who heard 
them use it.’ 

That I doubt. Indeed it seems 
to me at once the most dubious 
and the most far-fetched bit of 
linguistic theorizing | have run 
across this year. So, unless 
some reader can present a more 
plausible theory of the origin 
of “hurrah’s nest,” let’s agree | 
that the pharase was probably 
first uttered by an unknown, 


unsung and decidedly unhappy 


cleanup man as he gazed at the 
disorderly litter left behind by 
departed revelers.

BY GOOD FORTUNE we 
have an account of Babylon by 
a Greek traveler. This was 
composed while the city was an 
_ active, important place. The 
words were written by Herodo- 
tus (pronounced he-ROD-oh- 
tus) who lived 2490 years ago. 
Here are parts of his report: 

“Babylon stands on a broed 
plain, and is an exact square. 


It measures miles on each side. 
No other city can approach it 
in magnificence 


“All around is a wide moat, 
which is full of water. Behind 
the moat is a wall 

“When the moat was dug, 
the soil which came up was 
turned into bricks. The bricks

were baked in kilns, and were 
placed in the wall which rose 
beside the moat.

defense of the city. The inner 
wall is of less thickness, but 
it is almost as strong. 


“The houses of Babylon are 
mostly three or four stories 
high. The streets run in 
straight lines. 


“In one part of the city is a 
tower which measures feet 
on each side of the base. Above 
the base is another section, and 
above that a third, and so on 
up to eight. To reach the top, 
& person follows a path which 
winds around the outer parts 
of the structure. About half 
way up are seats where a visi- 
tor can rest before going the 
rest of the distance to the sum- 
mit. 


“At the top is a temple room. 
They say that a god enters that 
room from time to time, but 
I don’t believe it.” 

The tower described by He- 
rodotus was the Tower of Baby- 
lon, possibly the same as the 
Tower of Babel.
